Ex Judge Theodore Schoch, who, for Sbd
ty Years, Conducted a Newspaper.
Strovpsnure, Pa,, Jan, 21,—Ex-
Judge Theo. Schoch, the oldest edi-
torin continuous service in the U, 8,,
died carly this morning ot internal
trouble. Judge Schoch in 1840 took
charge of the Jeflersonian, the only
Republican paper in Monroecounty,
For fifty yeurs the paper has been
yrinted ona Smith hand-press, No.
176, mude by . Hoe & Co. There
is metal type in the Jeflersonian that
has heen there sinee the paper start-
ed, and it is doing good service,
Judge Schoch was 86 years old
last October.  Only recently Ex-

Judge Schoch, thanking "him  very
cordinlly for his devotion tothe Har-
rison family.  The veteran editor
supported the ex-President’s grand-
futher for the Presidency.
